To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Gouncil 
Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs. Lewis  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I present  ray 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  your  district  for  the 
ye  ar  1 9&4 . 

The  health  generally  throughout  the  district 
has  been  good,  with  little  notification  of  infectious 
disease  apart  from  measles,  which  was  mild  and  without 
complications . 

The  area  Is  becoming  increasingly  popular  with 
holiday  makers  and  this  creates  its  problems,  but  fort- 
unately there  is  little  overcrowding. 

Housing  The  need  for  special  housing  for  the  elderly 
persists,  particularly  in  the  Newport  and  St. 
Logmaels  area  where  there  is  always  a demand,  and  pro- 
gress is  being  made  to  meet  this  need. 

Recent  legislation  has  increased  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector,  but  this  is  all  part  of  the 
work  necessary  to  see  that  conditions  are  suitable  for 
healthy  living,  which  is  so  vital  a part  of  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  the  members  of  the  Council  and  its  Officers 
for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation, and  to 
include  in  this  my  thanks  to  my  clerk  for  all  her  help.

Deaths (General ) 

The  general  death  rate  again  shows  a slight  decrease 
this  year , although  it  remains  higher  than  the  rates  for 
both  the  County  and  the  country  as  a whole.  Of  the  20 
deaths  from  malignant  disease , 5 were  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung.  Heart  disease  was  the  cause  of  29  of  the  total  num- 
ber of  129  deaths.  .Approximately  58.11$  of  the  total  num- 
ber of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  70  years  and  over 
and  of  these,  42.66%  occurred  in  persons  aged  80  years  and 
over .

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PREVENTION  OF TJUBERCULOSjES 

B,C0 G.  Vaccination  B. C. G, Vaccination  of  contacts 

and  school-leavers , (i . e . pupils 
aged  thirteen  years  and  over),  continues  to  be  carried 
out  in  the  district.  During  the  year  1984,  3 contacts 
were  skin-tested  and  vaccinated  and  63  school-leavers 
were  skin-tested  and  62  vaccinated.  The  Chest  Physician, 
Dr. Llewelyn  Davies,  also  vaccinates  contacts  at  the 
Chest  Clinic. 
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The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service 
visited  Orymmyoh  in  October  this  year  and  carried  out  a 
survey  amongst  the  general  population.  The  total  attend- 
ance was  130  and  the  results  are  as  follows:-
